Mullins is a very intelligent person, one of l^e very 
few intelligent rightist emtrrnaists in the United States, He is net 
subversive or dangerous, merely anti-Semitic, He does not brieve 
everything he writes: sometimes he engages in horrible journalism of 
a low caliber, at oth^ times he can write as a scholar, as witness ' 
his writings on the international financiers, Mullins stands <out among 
U«S, nationalists because of his learning and his intelligence, * He is .. 
by no means a orac^ot or to be identified with the assorted lunatics 
in this field, ^ 


N In his Interv&ew with the F,B«I» agent Hullihs posed as 

I a crackpot. He affected the ^ose of a crazy extremist and deliberately 
did not act intelligen'^y i^en he tsCLked with your bureaul ageht. Way he 
did this is not toomclear. He says tlmt he wants to give the federal 
auth^itics the impression that he is not intelligent, but Just another 
stupid fanatic. He evidently thinks that this will spare him possible 
future trouble, I do not follow his reasoning. 


One reason why some ]|eople think like this is that they 
believe the F,B,I, is under Jewish control, fhey fail to make a 
distinction between the F,B,.I, and the other parts of the Department of 
Justice which are more op less tmder Jewish influence, I have nothing 
gainst individual Jews, in fact get along well with them. It is only 
various leftist agents that I have been exposed to, and occasionally the 
Anti-Defamation League, Also, maxis' persons are misled when they read 
articles, such as the recent <me in the Anti-Defamation Lee^e bulletin 
by the assistant director of the , in which he gives a silly 

endorsement or flattery to the Anti-Defamation League, Such things are 
politically expedient or necessary courtesies, Hhey mean nothing. Both 
the P,B,I, and the Anti-Defamation League are well aware of what eash

clusive evidence that the boys had committed the 
crime. 

Police claim that the boys met on May 5 and 
plotted to blow up the synagogue on Oct. 32. No 
reason is advanced for the delay of five months, 
nor are there any reports of subsequent meetings 
or plottings. The youthful patriots were indicted 
by a grand jury headed by Robert C. Van Camp, 
music director of a radio station owned by the 
Atlanta newspaper which the boys were picketing. 
Thus we see the first strange coincidence. 

More important, the boys are accused of being 
anti-Jewish, although we are not told what 
this implies, or how the statutes define it as a 
crime. If opposed to the machinations of Jewry, 
the boys have been singularly obliging in furnish- 
ing the national Jewish fund-raising drive with 
priceless ammunition. In fact, Irv Kupcinet, Jew- 
ish columnist of the Chicago Sun-Times, reported 
on Oct. 19, 1968, that Rabbi Jacob Rothschild, of 
the dynamited temple, had told the press, “We are 
in the midst of a fund-raising drive for the tem- 
ple, and we're off with the biggest BANG in our 
history!" 

The Atlanta press did not report this gleeful 
exclamation of Rabbi Rothschild, nor did it iden- 
tify as a negro the scar-faced man who drove into 
an Atlanta filling station a few hours before the 
bombing and asked the way to the synagogue. Yet 
the Northern newspapers and radio reports iden- 
tified this man as a negro. Authorities are mak- 
ing no effort Jo locate him. _____ 

- T,h ns a pattern emerges. The Jewish temple is 
in the midst of a fund-raising drive*; the Atlanta 
newspaper wishes revenge against the picketers, 
and an explosion takes place which is a combina- 
tion fund-raising stunt and a circulation-building 
operation for a newspaper whose violent liberalism 
is despised by a large percentage of the com- 
munity in which it is published. 

More important, the national Jewish fund-rais- 
ing drive which annually raises one hundred mil- 
lion dollars for its myriad network of espionage 
groups, the Anti-Defamation League of B'Nai 
B'Rith and a host of lesser groups, faces a $25,- 
OOaOOO deficit this year. Contributions dropped 
15^ last year, and Jewish leaders have been esti- 
mating a 25% drop this year. Recent editorials in 
the Jewish press have stressed the need to “wake 
up the Jewish community." Now Rabbi Roths- 
child reports that the fund-raising' drive is ''off 
with a BANG.’* 

Would these youths meet on May 5 to plan to 
dynamite a synagogue in October during the fund- 
raising drive? Or would the Jewish leaders import 
a scar-faced negro to dynamite a small hole in the 
rear of the building (which is heavily insured), 
so that they could have an “issue" at a crucial 
moment in their campaign ? 

Lyle Stuart, a Jew whose real name is Simon- 
son, and who publishes a newspaper called the 
Independent (formerly Expose) , at 225 Lafayette 
St., New York City, wrote a series of articles a 
few years ago exposing the fact that the Anti- 
Defamation League financed many of the so-called 
“anti-Jewish** figures in the United States. He 
printed documented stories and affidavits that 
those speaking or writing against Jewish subver- 
sion were receiving money from the ADL, either 
ALL IHFOM-IATION CONTAIHED 
HEREIN 15 UNCLASSIFIED 
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mi^vori^n!ese activities have “been common in 
the Jewish communities of the world for centuries, 
because the Jewish group life is built around a 
myth of persecution. The Jewish leaders, in order 
to maintain their iron rule over their communities 
(a classic example of Marxist Communism in prac- 
tice) have always depended upon terrorism against 
their own people. The publicizing of these anti- 
Jewish acts enables the Jewish leaders to keep 
their people in a state of fear, so that they un- 
hesitatingly obey these leaders, and contribute 
large sums to them. 

We have only to remember that the head of the 
Spanish Inquisition, Torquemada, notorious for 
his tortures of Jews, was himself a Jew, and that 
the official in charge of the Nazi concentration 
camps was a Jew, Eichmann, who is now living 
quietly in Israel. 

The damage done to the Atlanta synagogue, a 
hole in the rear wall, was so slight that police 
seeking the site of the explosion could not find it. 
The synagogue, a splendid building, shows no 
damage from the street. Yet Rabbi Rothschild 
immediately issued a statement that the damage 
of the building was $200,000. Of course he did 
not mention that it was fully insured. Later esti- 
mates range below $100,000, and one contractor 
said, the rear wall could be replaced for $4,000, 
but this will not prevent Rothschild from raising 
$200,000 to pay for the damage, even though the 
insurance will pay it also. Much of the money will 
come from gentile businessmen, who dare not re- 
fuse the demands made upon them b y the Jew ish 
leaSefs, 

^ ’ChTi'sttanr Teaders tvnxV politicians, from Eisen-^ 
hower on down, in bemoaning the dynamiting of 
the synagogue, in which no one was irdured, make 
no reference to the 3,000 churches cTestpyed in 
Germany during the Jewish vendetta against that 
unfortunate nation during the Second World ^ar, 
or the 287 churches and temples destroyed by a 
single Hell Bomb at Hiroshima, Japan. In most 
cases, these churches in Germany and Japan were 
filled with worshippers, helpless women and chil- 
dren, refugees from tlie terror unleashed against 
them by Jewish politicians in the United States 
and England. 

The five anti-Communist youths in Atlanta may 
be railroaded to prison (they can be executed 
acc(jrding to an ancient statute which was oblig- 
ingly dug up by Jewish lawyers) or they may be 
released as soon as the goal of one hundred mil- 
lion dollars is reached. Already the press has 
dropped its fantastic claims of a national plot 
against the Jews, as well as the statements of FBI 
agents that they were prepared to make arrests 
in a dozen other cities of important “conspirators.** 
Few Americans know about the agreement made 
by the Anti-Defamation League and the FBI In 
1938, in which they agreed to have access to each 
other*s files; or that FBI agents, when reporting 
on an investigation which involves Jewish inter- 
ests, send a carbon copy of their report to the ADL 
headquarters in New York, for which they receive 
$100, a sum which is not reported on their income 
tax. Some FBI agents receive as much as $600 
a month extra for sending these reports to the 
ADL. J. Edgar Hoover’s recent book,^ “Masters 
of Deceit,*’ was largely written for him in the 
ADL offices in New York, for favors received.

The BI was started by Maynard Orlando Nelsen in Chicago 
in about November, 1954s his purpose was to create a political 
party which is anti -communist, anti-Semitic and favors the white 
race. Apparently the organisation is supported mainly by Nelsen’ s 
own funds, A leaflet used by the BI in 1955 recorded Eustace 
Mullins as an officer of BI and Mullins was a writer for the BI

Women’s Voice (WV) 

W7 is the official publication of ”We, The Mothers, 
Mobilised for America, Incorporated,” This organisation originated 
in 1941 and maintains headquarters in Chicago, Illinois, Articles 
contained in WV are violently anti -Eisenhower, anti-Semitic, 
anti-Masonic , anti -Catholic and are opposed to all foreign elements 
in the U, S, Eustace Mullins was a writer for WV in Chicago in 
1955 and 1956, 

In addition numerous miscellaneous articles of anti- 
Semitic and anti-Negro nature have come to light hearing the 
name Eustace Mullins as author, (ibid pages 18-15) (68-88817-1043) 

Eustace Mullins is believed by a confidential informant, 
who has furnished reliable information in the past, to be a 
homosexual who left New York City in 1956 to be near a homosexual

PBB was reportedly organised in 1938 and accumulated, compiled, 
and published anti-Semitic and anti -Communist propaganda.
